I’m  actually  glad  to  hear  of  the  CO  specific  numbers,  because  we  have  been  planning  on  using 
numbers  provided  by  NM...  which  are  not  quite  as  stringent  as  those  Canada  numbers  were. 
However,  we  were  going  to  use  the  Canada  numbers  to  fill  in  a few  gaps.  NM  offered  different 
numbers  for  livestock  and  irrigation,  and  I think  that  is  a good  idea.  Irrigation  numbers  are 
generally  a lower  because  if  you  water  with  this  stuff  in  an  arid  environment,  whatever  is  in  it  wi 
accumulate  in  the  soils. 


For  eco  water  values,  we  are  planning  also  to  use  values  provided  by  NM.  They  are  acute  and 
chronic  values  for  aquatic  life,  and  since  these  are  hardness  specific,  they  are  likely  to  be 
different  among  us.  The  Animas  on  our  end  hovers  around  a hardness  of  180.
